Now becauſe, by reaſon of the imperſect eſtate of 
our depraued nature, our paſſions will ſwellto 
perturbations,and canreceiue ſuch ſtrength from 
the Law of ſinne, that they are able impetuouſly 
to rebell againſt the Law of Nature, it is neceſſa- 
ry that from the common precepts of Nature (as 
articular and vnknowne concluſions are drawne 
rom common and apparent principles) mans vn- 
derſtanding ſhould deduce and enact other ſeue- 
rall Canons for tlie more particular diſpoſition 
of the community in order: which ſhould de- 
terre thoſe from vice by feare of puniſhment, 
whom the inſtructions of Nature cannot per 
{wade to be good by loue to vertue. And ſuch 
like particular conſtitutions -drawne from the 
Law of Nature, which is deriued from the Eter- 
nall, receiue a third denomination,-diſtin& from 
both the former, and are imituled, Lex Hamaua, 
or Poſitiea,the Human ior Poſtriue Law.
